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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-7,10,12-31 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 20 and 21 are objected to because of the following informalities: line 4 of 
claim 20 "an positioning member" and line 1 of claim 21 "the lens comprises plane 
passing through". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 20-23,26,30-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Claim 20, as amended, now recites less than all of the arms joined with legs at a 
bight. The specification do not disclose less than all being joined. 
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Claims 27 and 29, depending from claim 1 which defines the opening between 
the segments (i.e. posterior and anterior segments), further describe structure extending 
across the optical axis. The specification does not describe an embodiment having 
posterior and anterior openings as well as structure meeting the limitations of claims 27 
and 29. 

Claims 21-23,26,30, and 31 depend from claim 20 and are rejected for including 
the base limitations described above. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7,10,12-19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 16 define anterior and posterior segments, and further that the 
segments are "forming an opening disposed about the optical axis". It is unclear how 
"an opening" is formed by both the posterior and anterior segments when the optic is 
positioned therebetween. Examiner suggests amending claims 1 and 16 to conform 
with the appropriate language recited in lines 3-4 of claims 24-26 (i.e. a posterior 
opening and an anterior opening). 

Claim 10 depends from cancelled claim 9. 

Claims 2-7, 12-15, 17-19 depend from claims 1 or 16 and are rejected for 
including the base limitations described above. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-7,10,12-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Portney USPN 7097660. 

Portney disclose in figure 18 an intraocular lens comprising a resilient optic 350, 
optic positioning member 370,396,354,392,352,332,334 which is controlled by ciliary 
muscle action to distort the optic and comprises posterior/anterior segments 
surrounding, or "enclosing" the optic and providing openings as best understood. The 
positioning member comprises a pair of arms 392,396 and posterior/anterior segments 
are located on 352,354. Element 370 fulfills the limitations of claims 27,29,30. Portney 
disclose dimensions and powers (claims 13-15,17) in connection with figure 18.
